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DETAILED ACTION 



Double Patenting 

1 . The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 
644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) or 1 .321 (d) 
may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory 
double patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to 
be commonly owned with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of 
activities undertaken within the scope of a joint research agreement. 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply 
with 37 CFR 3.73(b). 

2. Claims 1 is provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 1 of copending Application No. 
10/706,977. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because they contain recitations drawn to the same structures 
and relationships between those structures, where there are only slight stylistic 
differences in the language that is used. The claimed inventions would be obvious 
variations of one another to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
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3. This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-2, 5, 7-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

6. Line 21 of claim 1 includes the phrase "chamber gas fluidically", Examiner has 
assumed that the "word" gas is misplaced. Correction and/or clarification is requested 

7. Claims 2, 5 and 8 recite the limitation "the door". There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. Examiner has assumed that the phrase was meant 
to be "the door member". Correction and/or clarification is requested. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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9. Claims 1-2, 5,7-8 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Japanese Patent No. 05-109865 A to Kono et al. 

10. Regarding claims 1 and 11, Kono et al. disclose a wafer processing apparatus for 
processing a wafer transferred from a clean box (10) including an access opening (not 
numbered) to allow for accessing an inside of the clean box and a lid (21) to close the 
access opening, wherein the inside of the access opening is separated from a 
circumstance of the outside of the clean box by closing the access opening with the lod, 
said wafer processing apparatus comprising: a chamber (1); a first opening (not 
numbered) formed on a wall of said chamber, said first opening allowing for accessing 
the inside of the clean box when the clean box is placed beside the chamber so that the 
access opening confronts the first opening; a door member (31) capable of holding the 
lid of the clean box so as to open and close the access opening and said first opening 
from an inside of said chamber, said door member having an edge portion and another 
edge portion, wherein in a condition where said door member closes said first opening, 
the edge portion contacts an inside wall of said chamber to overlap a peripheral portion 
of said first opening and said another edge portion forms an aperture (around sides of 
the door member) defined by an edge of said first opening and said another edge of 
said door member, the inside of said chamber fluidically communicating with the outside 
of said chamber through said aperture (via 3A and 3B). 

1 1 . With respect to claims 2 and 5, the edge portion is a projection provide at each of 
the corners of said door member. In Kono et al. the projection is provided all the way 
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around the door member in a direction protruding toward an outside of the door 
member. 

1 2. With respect to claims 7 and 8, in Kono et al., the aperture is capable of effecting 
suppression of an influence on a gas flow passing through a communication from the 
inside to the outside of the chamber in case of comparing a case that there is no 
projection, wherein the influence is gas flow turbulence generated when the door opens 
or closes. However it is also noted that the courts have ruled that A claim containing a 
"recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be 
employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus" if the 
prior art apparatus teaches all the structural limitations of the claim. Ex parte Masham . 2 
USPQ2d 1647 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1987). 

Response to Arguments 

13. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-2, 5 and 7-8 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. Kono et al. 
anticipates the newly claimed invention.

14. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
